A Maw Electric Power Plant In Canada. 


The current to Montreal is sent over the 


long circuits at a pressure of 50,000 volts, 
on nearly five thousand poles from the ad- 
jacent forests, and tbe wire cables are 
aluminum Instead of copper. The circuits 
now up will carry 8,000 horse-power, and 
at least 30,000 horse-power is thus to be 
flashed from Shawinignc to the receiving 
station at Maisonnenve. The aluminum 
itself IB being extracted by this power up, 
in those remote wood*, and other products 
are already belnrfnade or are in contemp- 
lation. The big 'leotrlo generators, trans- 
formers, etc., are of American origin; and 
the chief engineers, Messrs. Wallace 0. 
Johnson and Ralph D. Mention, are men 
who have won their reputation In the 
United State*. 
Quebec is at about the 


same striking distance from Shawinigan 
as Montreal, and hope* also soon to see 
the resources of it* own beautiful Mont- 
morenoy Fall* reenforoed by thia remark- 
able development, *o far and yet so near.

Editor Gazette:—I am here in Loudoun 


county, Virginia, on a visit to William «. 
Smith, 
my classmate of, the Oeorga 


School. 
Purcellville, whidb is Lincoln's 


nearest railroad station, is on one of the 
line! of the Southern Railway about sixty 
milos west of Washington. 
While on the 


train, enroute to Lincoln, discussing the 
characteristics of the Virginian folk a lei- 
low passenger told me the further out on 
this road you go the more sociable and 
hospitable are the people and as jon know 
Lincoln is pretty well out you can see I 
am with the very best of companions. 
The drive from Purcellville to Lincoln is 
about four mile* in a southerly direction 
over a Hilly country, the Blue Rldue 
mountains rising plainly about ten mi lei 
to the westward. 


So here is the Smith homestead, a fine, 


old-fashioned mansion with cheerful open 
fireolacesin which the blazing logs are 
making 
comfortable the living room. 


Down at the barn is the Jersey herd, a 
thrifty lot of milk producing cows, of 
which my friend can well boast but which 
compel him to arise at half-past three in 
the morning. 


We who are used to the life of the river 


of course greatly miss not baring a navig- 
able stream flowing nearby. My friend 
and I took 
daily drives 
throuah the 


country calling upon the many friends of 
ray host, for this is the way Virginian* 
entertain their guests. 
In some homes 


the "r" in speech is still dropped. They 
say "bread and buttah" and "fo 'clock," 
and if you ask if they keep many cows, 
they reply "right smartj>' 


The people here are intelligent and they 


moke great use of their brains. Possibly 
they spend a little too much time in 
thought on the questions which come be- 
fore them. 
They don't do as many of us 


in Pennsylvania, take a dip into the sub- 
ject matter, get the prominent facts and 
hurry on to something elae. They go 
clear to the*ottom, turn over every point 
and deliberate to a length that becomes 
somewhat irksome to our rapid northern 
rushers. 


This principle is 
carried even into 


courting, and I would like to give due 
notice to any northern youth that if he 
anticipates 
capturing the heart of a 


Virginian maiden after a few days advanc- 
es, he will be disappointed. 
He had 


bolter take into this field of action a large 
bag and baggage for he will have to stay 
nwhile. The process cannot be hurried. 
Such work must bo systematic and thor- 
ough. 
A good definition of the roads here 


would also include the meaning ot the 
Bucks county driveways, namely, a way 
between fences where horses may draw 
wagons through the rich red mud.

Loudoun county roads are good and solid 
In summer time. 


A good fact about this country is that 


sons growing up don't have to worry about 
what their future vocation is going to be, 
for it will be farming since that ie the one 
occupation. The land here produces good 
corn and wheat and grasB, but, as may be 
expected, it will not begin to produce the 
Forms Manor crop ot potatoes and aspara- 
gus. In the management of their farms 
the owners have good order in their work. 
They have both white and colored help 
and tbcse men follow the word of their 
master with precision and promptness, for 
the Virginia farmer has the courage to tell 
his men to do a thing and then see that it 
is done. 
You know how Different labor Is 


in the north for there you have to handle 
a man like a soft-shelled egg for fear of 
losing him if any difference occurs. 


Tho country 
folk 
live well on a 


moderate 
income; even those of large 


means are modest in their desire to make 
a show, and are far from being spend- 
thrifts or speculators in stocks. 


Free mail delivery is the order here all 


through the country. There are telephone 
lines connecting the rural home; there are 
Y's and literary societies. No liquor is 
sold in the district and anyone addicted to 
even moderate use of stimulants is looked 
down upon. 
Lincoln is quite u centre for rriendB. 


There is a fine Orthodox meeting house 
here and the commodious Goose Oreek' 
meeting of the Hicksite members. The 
meetings are well attended by citizins 
who take great interest in the welfare of 
the county. A committee composed of 
members of Friends meeting and, other 
representative men of the neigbbothood 
are planning to erect a new high school. 
The public schools of the consa> are so 
poor that they are scarcely considered by 
the best people as a means for educating. 
It is the intention of the committee to 
form a Btock company, shares of Block to 
be issued to all who give financial aid. 
The school will be located in the neigh- 
borhood and will be arranged to accommo- 
date one hundred students. It will in a 
way succeed the old Springdale and Oak- 
dale institutions. ^Many children have 
been sent from here way up to George 
School to be educated, which has caused 
parents to send to Bucks county thousands 
of dollars which should have beefi circu- 
lated here.

Gtjjitlemen:—I ftave been requested by 


the Hoard of Health to communicate to 
you I hut on February 21th that body re- 
ceived n n oiler from a committee repre- 
senting the mill owners of the borough 
offering to advance to the Board of Health 
$5,000 if necessary, to be renaid by the 
borough from tho coming year's tnxen.pro- 
viding among other things the Board of 
Health would erect a smallpox hospital 
and ask legislation from the Borough 
Council that 
would enable the Board of 


Health to require persona suffering from 
that ailment to enter it. 


Cpou Investigation It was found a build- 


ing that would answer such a purpose with 
H modest equipment would cost at least 
$1600 and the Board were unwilling to ap- 
prove of such an /expenditure for such a 
purpose without its approval first by your 
body, 
ft is believed there will not be 


many more cases of smallpox as vaccina- 
tion hae been largely used and a house to 
houso visitation is now going on, and 
wbicti includoia every house in the bor- 
ough, offering free vaccination to all un- 
nble to pay for it. 
Only one DOW case has 


been reported within two weeks. If an 
occasional case does occur it can be treat- 
ed at home with much less expense by our 
present system. A considerable number 
If located in different hjuses could prob- 
ably bo treated more economically in a 
hospital 
and the danger of infection 


lessejicd. 


Affo, the Board of Health requests that 


Council will direct the Street Commis- 
sioner to open every fire plug at least once 
a month, except when the weather is at 
the freezing point, during the entire year. 
H has been done very irregularly for some 
years. The street gutter crossings should 
also lie cleaned as often. 


Six house**aro under quarantine at this 


writing, two of which have been disinfect- 
ed and will be released as soon as the wood 
work and furniture are washed, and two, 
possibly three, more will be released witn- 
in a week.

Record Broken at the Pelrce Sale. 
The library of Harold Feirce, formerly 


of Bristol, and so well known here, took 
place on Saturday in Philadelphia. 


Rare books and pamphlets, views and 


portraits dating back, to colonial day*, 
bric-a-brac and furniture associated with 
great 
names, 
historical 
documents, 


unique and priceless—all mixed with com- 
monplace reprints &nd latter-day publica- 
tion*—attracted a throng of bibliophile* 
and collectors to tbe sale at Davis & 
Harvey's. 


Neophytes stood little 'chance. Profes- 


sional collectors and representatives of 
great libraries were there in full force, 
and took about all that was worth having, 
quite regardless of cost. Governor Penny- 
packer was represented In the pamphlet 
list by three volumes, "Congress Hall," 
"Settlement of Germantown," and bis 
parallel between Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts. Tbe latter proved most attrac- 
tive, bringing $1.80 to 
$1.10 for tbe 


others. 


A number of first edition pamphlets by 


Thomas Paine—"Common Sense," "Tbe 
Right* of Man" and "The American Cri- 
sis"—were quickly snapped up at $10.60 
each. Two rare pamphlet* on the.early 
claim of Connecticut to land* in Pennsyl- 
vania were sold for $80 to Dodd, Mead & 
Co., of New Xork. For tbe Library of 
Congress, two volumes of the Sachse pic- 
ture of Philadelphia, unbound, were bid 
in at $84 each, and the same institution 
obtained for $160 the St, Memin collec- 
tion of 760 porcraita of distinguished 
Americans. 


Reed's map of Philadelphia, 1774—a 


morocco bound copy of the original—was 
bought by a Philadelphia dealer for $55. 
Dolly Madison's silver urn, a handsome 
example of early American silversmiths' 
skill, with a Madison affidavit of genuine- 
ness, was sold to a New York collector, 
after a spirited contest, for $155. 
Two 


letters by President Monroe brought $85, 
one by ""Stonewall" Jackson, $38, and one 
by Walt fVh'.tman, $25. These also went 
to New York buyers. 


For (he four important historical docu- 


ments on tbe catalogue, the Tobias Lear 
letter signed conjointly by Washington 
and Mrs. Washington; the original draft 
of Washington's letter from Yorktown to1 
Count De Graaee; the original draff of 
Oornwallis' article*' of capitulation, and 
tbe John Hancock order making Washing- 
ton commander-in-chlef, there were- sharp 
contests. 


The Lear letterjwent to a New York col- 


lector for $1150, the Count De Graase let- 
ter was obtained for a Philadelphian for 
$500, tbe same buyer also getting the 
Capitulation draft for $425. The Han- 
cock order—probably the^znost important 
from the-historian's viewpoint—was sold 
to Dr. Pancoast for $950. Among tbe 
rare works bought by out of town collec- 
tors are Curtis' sketch of .Washington Irv- 
ing,"on Teltnm, $660;^ "Bubaiyat"— 
Fitzgerald'* 
translation—on 
Japanese 


jSEpir, $180, and a star chamber decree, 
reprinted from the 1637 edition, $175. 
Franklin's finest piece of book work, 
"Cicero'* Oato'Majar," went to'W. H.

The 
repair man looked at tbe watcb, made 
some queer marks on the card and 
handed both back.

"Didn't know you sell on the Install- 


ment plan," suggested the Inquisitive 
loafer. 


"Don't," was the laconic response, 


and then the Jeweler explained. "The 
man is a locomotive fireman, and his 
watch was being compared 
You see, 


It is absolutely necessary that railroad 
watches keep good time, and the mat- 
ter of making them keep good time has 
been systematized. 


"The Bremen, engineers, conductors, 


rear brakemon and train masters on all 
of the roads In this country Have or- 
ders to have their watches compared 
fwlce a month nnd Inspected every six 
months. On some roads nearly all of 
tbe employees are supposed to go 
through this same routine. 


"When a watch Is bought by any of 


these men, It must be passed upon bj 
the Jeweler who has been appointed In- 
spector for the road that tbe purchaser 
serves. It must be a good walch, cost- 
ing about $35 for tbe works alone, for 
the rattle nnd Jolt of a train vvould se- 
riously affect a cheap watcb, but it 
may be of any make, provided It comes 
up to the standard. 
Stop .catches, 


watches that tell tbe day of Ibe week 
and such complicated novelties are 
barred. A key winder Is not accepta- 
ble, nor is a watch that lias been 
changed from a bunting ca^e to an 
open face. 
An open faced watch Is 


preferred, tt)9Ugh a good bunting case 
watch Is i)ct turned down on the ma- 
jority of roads. 


''After the Inspector has passed fa- 


vorably upon the watcb he makes out 
a slip to that effect and returns tbe 
watch to tbe railroader, along with the 
IndoralngNslIp and a small card. On 
tblt card are a number of ruled spaces. 
Twice n month the railroader brings 
his watch and card to the inspector, 
who notes on tbe card whether the 
watch was fast or slow and bow much, 
whether It has stopped or run down 
and whether or not be regulated It. In 
this manner the Inspector can tell Just 
what the watch Is doing and wbat It 
needs. 


"At the end of each six months the 


watch and tbe card are taken to the 
inspector, who makes a mote careful 
examination of tlie watcb, issues a new 
card to tbe railroader and sends to tbe 
old card to tbe headquarters of the road 
for which the man works. A duplicate 
of these cards is kept In a book by tbe 
Inspector. 


"The railroad watcbes that are most 


closely watched by the Inspectors are 
those tbat are carried by engineers aud 
firemen on those locomotives that are 
fitted with electric headlights on ao 
i count of the danger of their becoming 
magnetized. This danger is realized by 
engineers, and many of them leave 
their watches in the cab while working 
about tbe headlight" — Indianapolis 
News.

"Do 
you believe iii ghosts, young man?" 


"If answering In the affirmative be- 


gets an Interesting tale, I do," returned 
the writer. 


"Well, starting on the premise that 


you do believe to some extent in the 
supernatural, I will admit you to my 
confidence," resumed the old guard, 
and here goes for the authentic yarn 
of the spooks that haunt the nation's 
capitol: 


"In tlio long, monotonous watches of 


the night innumerable are the spooks, 
hobgoblins and tlie eerie, vapory 
things whlc-li glide from the shadowy 
nooks and crannies of the Intangible 
nowhere to people the capital's vast 
stretches of darkness. Of course you 
know of the extraordinary acoustic 
freaks which obtain In ninny parts of 
the great building—bow a whisper, a 
breathed word at one particular point 
Is audible at another scores of feet dis- 
tant? Yes. Now, at night these acous- 
tic spirits simply KO mad. Where they 
by 'day were pygmies they expand Into 
giants, and a whistle, a sudden sound, 
a footfall, resolves itself into a pan- 
demonium. 


"Weltd, terrifying noises beat upon 


the eardrums of the watchmen as they 
pursue their lonely patiols through tlie 
seeming mHAs of corridors, and then 
the spooks, the shades of the nation's 
great, the astral bodies of those that 
tolled in obscurity for tlie nation's good, 
dodge the watchmen's step, some 
grand and awful in their speechless 
dignity, some creeping humbly about 
In apologetic silence, some laughing, 
some sobbing, but all of them horrible 
—horrible." 


The old man paused to muse. 
"Do you know," he said, breaking 


Into Ills own reverie explosively, "Keb. 
23 Is a date dreaded by many of the 
capitol nlfiht guards? It was on this 
day, 
in 1848, that John Quincy Adams 


died In.the chamber of the house of 
representatives, now Statuary hall, 
where the exact spot is marked by a 
brass tablet 
I'romptly at midnight 


ou every anniversary of his death the 
shade of John Qulucy Adams appears 
in a sort of phobphorescont glow over 
this brass tablet. Oh, dozens of guards 
have seen it from time to time as well 
as I, and I can refer you to many of 
them for affirmation of my assertions. 


"Once over the spot the shade begins 


to gesticulate, after tlie manner of a 
member addressing the house 
Then, 


all of a buddeu. the fine face becomes 
distorted and agonized, the gracefully 
waving arms tail convulsively, and 
down sinks the shade with all the 
movemcMiN of an e\i>iil»g man 
Then 


the phosphorescent slo« f.ides away, 
anil the ethereal effigy dissolves 


"But. although lost sight of, it<* pres- 


ence is «tlll made known by the'clump, 
flop, clump. Uop.' of Invisible foot- 
falls departing down one of the long 
vacant corridors. 


"Stranger than this Is the ghost of 


the entire congress of 1848, which ap- 
pears lu vigorous if spooky session ev- 
ery once In awhile in Statuary ball, the 
old hall of representatives, ns 1 have 
previously remarked 
Inaudible, but 


spirited, are the debates; energetic to 
:he bursting point of vehemence are 
the silent political dissensions Pro- 
voked by a doubting Thomas, a mem- 
ber of the capitol night watch several 
ears ajto made affidavit that he had 
seen this ghostly congress in session. 
Yes, he was n sober man and true. 


'The sluide of General John A. Lo- 


gan Is a frequent visitor at the capitol. 
Almost ever} alternate night at half 
last 12 o'clock this ghost materializes

Silently the 'door swings open, 
and out steps the looming and lumi- 
nous presence, to stalk in stately dig- 
nity away into the swallowing gloom.

face. The movements of the vapory 
body are restless and hurried 


"All of the older members of the 


night watch are well acquainted with 
Vice President Wilson's apparition and 
never fail to salute it, although, truth 
to tell, the shade remains haughtily in- 
different to their deference. This*spook 
rarely foils to put in nn appearance 
when tlie body of a dead legislator or 
statesman of national renown is lying 
in state in the capitol. 


"Deep In the subcellar vaults spooks 


of lesser magnitude revel in hordes. 
Immediately beneath the hall of rep- 
resentatives every night is to be found 
a tall, erect, gaunt specter, whose iden- 
tity has remained n mystery for years 
In; spite of unceasing efforts on the 
part of tbe night watch to uncover 
the secret of its origin and auteivd- 
ents. Its hands are clasped behind 
Its transparent back in a convulsive 
clutch, and the face evinces a condi- 
tion of emotions'prodigiously wrought 
upon. Many attempts have been made 
by guards with rubber soles on their 
shoes to catch this wraith unawares, 
but failure Is the invariable result. 
Presto! It has blown into thin air be- 
fore the sjeutbing watchman is within 
forty feet of it"—New York Herald. 


After the evening chores were done 


my father would appear in tbe doorway 
with the big backlog coated with enow, 
often of ampler girth than himself and 
fully breast high to him as he held it 
upright, ranting It one way and anoth- 
er and walking It before him on Its 
wedge shaped end.

It seemed a thing 
alive, and Its vehement sputtering and 
protesting made a dramatic moment for 
at least one small spectator.

a piece of firewood used as a lever 
would force It against the chimney 
back; then a good sized stick, called T 
"back stick," was laid on top of It, and 
the andirons were set in place. Across 
the andirons another good sized stick 
was laid, called a "fore stick," and in 
the Interspace smaller sticks were 
crossed and thrust and piled, all quick- 
ly kindled by the live coals and bwnds. 
In very cold weather a flre was kept 
burning all night, our father getting up 
once or twice to replenish it Even in 
summer the coals rarely became ex- 
tinct

with embere at bedtime would be found 
alive when raked open in tbe morning.

Tlie Planet Mercury. 


Though Mercury is one of tlie small 


est of tlie planets, it is perhaps the 
most troublesome to the astronomer. 
It lies so close to the sun that it Is 
seen but seldom In comparison with 
tlie other great planets. Its orbit is 
very eccentric, aud it experiences dis- 
turbances by the attraction of other 
bodies in a way lionet fully under- 
stood. 
A special difficulty has also 


been found In tlie attempt to place 
Mercury In the weighing scales. We 
can weigh tUe wbole earth, we can 
weigh the sun. the moon and even 
Jupiter and otber planets, but Mercury 
presents difficulties of a peculiar char- 
acter, I* Verrler, however, succeeded 
in devising a method of weighing it 


He demonstrated that our earth Is 


attracted by this planet, and ho showed 
how the amount of attraction may be 
disclosed by obsci. ations of the sun, 
so that from nn examination of the ob 
senatious lie made an approximate 
determination of the mass of Mercury. 
Le Verrlpr'i result Indicated that the 
weight of tlie planet was about the fif- 
teenth pait of the weight of the earth. 
In otber words, Tf onr e.utn was placed 
In a balance and fifteen globes, each 
equal to Mercurj. were laid in the oth- 
er the stales would hang evenly.—"Sto- 
ry of the IIca\ens"
